Of Life After The Civil War 


(By Fred S. Watson)

E. B. (Uncle Lige) Knight, 
first got a look at this world on 
February 22, 1862. He was born 
in a little log cabin near Camp 
Ground Church, located about 5 
miles northeast of Enterprise. 
He was the son of Buford Knight 
one of the early settlers of this 
county. 

The world which Uncle Lige 
first saw was one full of fear, 
trouble and sacrifices, because 
he was born in the year the Ci- 
vil War started, and the whole 
nation was in peril. 

Uncle Lige’s father, Buford 
Knight, was called into the Con- 
federate army four months be- 
fore the arrival of his new son.

Frustrate Forgers 


CHICAGO—Crooks won't willing- 
ly leave their fingerprints — not 
even invisible ones; but invisible 
fingerprints teamed up with psy- 
chology are being used by business- 


men throughout the country as a 
two-edged weapon against forgery, 
a@ 300-million dollar drain annually 
on American business. 

This is how the system works: 

A stranger seeking to cash a 
check is asked to put his thumb- 
print in invisible ink on the back 
of the check, 

If the check clears the print re- 
mains invisible. But if the check 
bounces, it is sent to the office of 
the Canler corp, and developed by 
a special solution into a _ visible 
print. 

The resulting visible print is 
positive identification, which can 
be checked against local police 
files or the more than 112 million 
prints in the FBI files at Washing- 
ton. 

So successful has the system 
been in discouraging forgeries, said 
J. W. Field, spokesman for the 
corporation, that it has not yet 
been necessary to refer a print to 
the FBI, 

Field said that of the millions of 
checks cashed under the invisible 
print system, only 20 were forg- 
eries. Identification was  estab- 
lished through local police finger- 
print files and 15 arrests have been 
made so far, 

By far, the bulk of the bad 
checks are for reasons of insuffi- 
cient funds or closed accounts. 

The invisible fingerprinting serv- 
ice is the brainchild of Elwood 
Brooks, president of the Central 
Bank & Trust co, of Denver and 
former official of the American
